THE PUNJAB GRAM PANCHAYAT (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1972 (PUNJAB ACT 3 
OF 1972) AS EXTENDED TO THE UNION TERRITORY OF CHANDIGARH. 


An Act to amend the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Punjab in the Twenty-third Year of the Republic- 
of India as follows :— 

I, Short title and commencement. —(i) This Act may be called the Punjab Gram Panchayat 
(Amendment) Act, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
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z. Amendment of Section 3 of Punjab Act 4 of 1953.—In section 3 of the Punjab Gram Pau- 
chayat Act, 1952, as in force in the Union territory of Chandigarh (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), for clause tire following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(y) “Gram Panchayat” means the Gram Panchayat constituted under section 6j”. 

3. Amendment of Section 6 of Punjab Act 4 of 1953.^In section 6 of the principal Act, for 
sub-sections (i) and (2), the following sub-sections shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(i) Every Sabha shall, in the prescribed manner, elect from amongst its members a Chair¬ 
man of the Sabha and Executive Committee consistmg of such number of members 
not being less than five and more than eleven including the Chairman of the Sabha as 
the Government may determine taking into account of the population of the Sabha 
area : 

Provided that if no woman is elected as a member of the Executive Committee, the worman 
candidate securing the highest number of votes amonmt the woman candidates in that election shall 
be deemed to have been co-opted as a member of me Executive Committee and where no such 
■woman candidate is available the prescribed authority shall co-opt in the prescribed manner a 
woman member of the Sabha who is qualified to be elected as a Panch. 

(2) The Executive Committeeteferred to in sub-section (i) shall be styled as the Gram 
Panchayat and the Chairman of the Sabha and members of the Executive Committee 
shall also be called the Sarpanch and Panches respectively of the Gra m Panchayat”. 

4. Substitution of Section 9 of Punjab Act 4 of 19S3' —For section 9 of the principal Act, the 
following section shall be substituted, namely :—• 

"9. (l) Before entering upon the duties of their offices, the Sarpanch and Panches shall take an 

oath in the form specified in Schedule TV. 

Oath and term of office of Panches and no 
confidence motion against them. 

(2) The SarpanchandPanchesshallhold office fotapjciodoffivc years ; 

Provided that an outgoing Sarpanch or Panch shall, unless Government directs othervvise 
continue to hold office until his successor takes oath. 

(3) An application regarding intention to move a motion of no-confiieticc against the Chair¬ 
man of the Sabha or a member of the Executive Committee may be made to the Block Development 
and Panchayat Officer by a majority of not less than two-thirds of the total number of members of 
the Sabha ; 

Provided that no such application shall be made unless a period of one year has elapsed from 
the date on which the Chairman or the member of the Executive Committee, as the case may be, 
assumed his office. 

(4) The Block Development and Panchayat Officer, shall within a period of fifteen days of 
the receipt of application under sub-section (3), convene a meeting of the Sabha, for discussing 
and taking a decision on the no-confidence motion by giving seven clear days’ notice of the mee ting. 
Such a meeting shall be presided over by the Block Development and Panchayat Officer or such 
officc-r, not below the rank of Extension Officer, as may be authorised by the Block Development and 
Panchayat Officer in this behalf. 

(5) If tire no-confidence motion is carried in the meeting by a majority of not less than two- 
thirds of the total number of members of the Sabha, the Chairman or the member of the Executive 
Committee, as the case may be, shall be deemed to have been removed from his office ; 

Provided that where a no-confidence motion is moved against the Chairman of the Sabha or 
the member of the Executive Committee, as the case may be, but is lost, another no-confidence 
motion shall not be moved against him for period of two years from the date on which the motion 
was lost.” 

5. Substitution of Section 95-A of Punjab Act, 4 of 1953.—For section 95-A of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be substituted, namely :— 

“95-A. (i) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or tlie rules made thereunder, the 
Power of Government to direct holding of general Government may, by notification, direct 
elections of Chairman and Members of Executive that a general election of the Chairman and 
Committees of Sabhas. members of the Executive Committees of 

all Sabhas, and, where necessary, co-option 
of members of such Committees, shall be held and made by such date as may be specified in 
the notification : 

Provided that different dates may be specified for election and co-option and for different 
Sabhas or groups thcrcofi 
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® notification is issued nnder sub-section (i) the Deputy Commissibner and al 1 
tner authorities concerned shall take all necessary steps for such election and co-option under and 
m accordance with the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder. 

Cs) T^e power ofissuing a direction under sub-section (i) may be exercised by the Govern- 
meDt Irom time to time so that a period ot not less tlian five years shall intervene between any two 
elections and the direction may include such Sabhas as well, the elections to 
the bxecutiyc Committees where of were held at any time after the general elections as at result 
or supersession or suspension of Gram Panchayat of such Sabha or due to any other cause, eyen if 
uie period of five years has not intervened.”.
